— A terrific storm 
of wind, rain and hall prevailed In Bt.

One man was 
killed by lightning and five others 
were injured, but not seriously hurt, 
by flying missiles The maximum 
reached by the wind waa 65 mllea an 
hour. 

Twelve bargee were blown acroas 
the rlvor, and IS or 20 bouses on 21st 
street, between Washington and Carr 
streets, were completely unroofed and 
other damage throughout the city. 
Borne of the hall stones that fell dur- 
ing the atorm measured an Incb In 
diameter Windows were broken by 
the hall stones, and several delivery 
wagons were blown over. 

A man named OToole waa struck 
by lightning near his borne and killed. 
Wind struck the steeple of the North 
Presbyterian church and blew It acroas 
tha street Into the front of a grocery 
Several bonding* were nnroof- 
trees wets uprooted or broken off. 
heavy plate glass windows were bro- 
ken by wind and hall and telephone 
nd telegraph wires were csrrl.il away 
various parts of tho city. 
At the World's fair grounds the high 
wind and heavy rain broke suddenly 
Ithout warning. Visitors had no lime 
seek skelter, hundreds who were 
more than 100 feet from the build 
tags being drenched by the sudden and 
lolunt downpour.

The usual deartiptlon of the Palace 
of Agriculture at the World's Fair, 
whlrh has Just been completed, falls 
to convey an adequate Idea of lis 
magnitude The fact that it Is 16C.0 
feet long and 540 feel wide, covers 23 
acrea. cost IoI'H.ihki and ia the larg- 
eat exhibit building ever construct,-! 
to contain a single department, has 
been add. When one is Imnrmcd that 
over 10,000.000 feet of lumber were 
utic 1 In the construction of the build- 
ing he may yet have an Indistinct 
conception of Its magnitude Tho 
amount grows on one when he la tol l 
thai 600 cars were fully loaded with 
this lumber. Thirty car*, thus loaded, 
makes a heavy train, go It will be 
seen that twenty full trains were re- 
quired to transport the lumber for 
this one building to the World's Fair 
grounds. 

Vaa. forests were denuded that this 
building mUht rise In the Southern 
flnerVs one acre nf forest will, on 
an average, yield C000 fevt of lumber. 
A dttle calculating will show that 
1.666 acres, or nearly two and one-half 
square miles, wero required to fur 
nlsh this lumber 

As the Palace of Agriculture repre- 
sents only one of the many exhibit 
palaces nf 'ho Worlds Fair, or about 
ono twentieth of the total building 
construction.
